But 
he that makes a Crown to have no other Foundation 
but particular Laws, ought firſt in a Monarchy to 
ſhew me, whence thoſe particular Laws'cou'd come, 
but from. the Crown and him that firſt wore it. Law 
and Popular Conſent came in afterwards; not to con- 
ſtitute, but to confirm and corrobrate it on his Head. 
I find after long Obſervation and Experience of theſe. 
Matters, tis among all our State Hereticts and Spu- 
rious Politicians an Error in Fundamento, which leads 
them to diſpute wich Crown d Heads, and that Bold- 
neſs prepares them to rebel; that they will needs ſup- 
poſe in the Original of Monarchy'a Priority of Laws, 
to make it ſuch as to Fact, the Hiſtories of Nations 
in general do canfute that vain ZZypothefts, upon which 
all their ay are built; and do ſhew for the 
moſt part, that Laws about Monarchy came in after 
its Inſtitution, to ſecond it by the Peoples confirma= 
tive Conſent : Not that this gave it any Authority, 
but their Aſſent to the Laws about it, was only a 
Signal of their Submiſſion and Obedience to it. And 
as it was thus in the beginning of Monarchy, ſo as to 
the Reaſon, of the Point, it holds much the more 
ſtrongly againſt them in Monarrhies already conſtitu- 
ted; for there no Law can be ſuppoſed Prior to the 
Monarch, becauſe they all flow from him, and can- 
not have Being without him. Therefore that Man's 
Allegiance. ſtands upon very ſlippery and uncertain 
Terms, who concludes the . -n and Her Rights 
as meer. Creatures of ſome particular Laws of the 
55 C Country. 
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Country, and publiſhes: this Doctrin to the whole 
Kingdom as Revolution Principles, to beget in them 
mean Thoughts of Her Royal Riglit to the Crown 
of this Realm, which is naturally inherent in Her 
Blood and Family, and cannot in a true Fnglifh Poli- 
tical Senls, be otherw iſe-conſider'd, FFF 

BUT fay ſome, If ile Doftrin of ihe Divine Right” 
of Monarchy be true, then our Magna Charta 16 f w 
Uſe, our Laws are but Rules during the Qt Plea- 
fure. Monarchy, -if of Divine Right, cannot be bounded: 
or limited by Human Laus; way, whar's more, cannod 
bind it ſelf. Al our Claims of Right, "the Rithes' of 
the L-——ds and C——ns, and of all People elſe, of 
Conſequence muſt give way to the Intereſt, Will and Plea- 
fure of the Crown ; and the beſt Men muſt vote to deliver 
ap all we have, not only when Reaſon of State, and the 
Separate Intereſt of the Crown requires it, but 'when "tis: 
known the Will and Pleaſure of the King wou d hauo it fo. 
For that muſt be to a Man of that Principle, the only 
Rule and Meaſure of Right and Juſtice. ''' 

Excellent State-Lopick is this and were it my Aim 
to pervert the People, I wou'd chop it into a Thou - 
ſand Niceties, as the School-Men do Divinity, for 
making ſuch- like Inferences to intoxicate the Peoples 
Minds: For the Scripture makes Witchcraft near a-Kkin 
to Rebellion; they ſeldom part Company: And the 
Villany intended by ſuch Arguments, is uſually maſ- 
qued and hid in ambiguous Phraſes. What a- do is 
here made with the Word Divine Right ! It may be 
remember d the fame was made uſe of to Purpoſe by 
the P— by —ns, to inflame the People into Rebel- 
len. We wou d fain forget all their paſt Intriegues; 
but it ſeems there is freſh: Uſe: of them, or elſe theſe 
things had not been boldly conjured up again. -

Tf among Men of honeſt and fair Intention towards 
the Q——=2n, it be ſaid that the Q——n holds hier 
Monarchy by a Divine Right, none but a' mad Man, 
or a Man of Deſign, a Man whoſe buſineſs tis to cateh 
at Words, and cramp them with Commentaries to his 
own Purpoſe; a Man that can blow up Mole- hilis co 
Mountains ; who carries a Microſcope in his Pocket up- 
on occaſion to ſee every thing in great: who, when he 
pleafes, ſtrains at Grazs in State, but can fwatlow:Ca- 


mels, when for his turn: None but ſuck x Man wou d 


preſently conelude, that ſuch a Divine Right was 
meant, as excludes all Bounding or Limitation by hu- 
man Laws; fuch an one as leaves no Obligation from 
the Prince to the People. A Father hath a Divine 
Right to rule his Son, and a Maſter his Servant, elſe 
the Scripture had never made divine Injunctions, in- 
veſting them witk Right of abſolute Power over them; 
and yet the ſame Scripture alſo ſigniſies, that notwith- 
ſtanding thoſe Rights are Divine, yet there are Obli- 
gations alſo upon the Father and Maſter to the Son and 
Servant. Such a paternal abſolute Divine Right, it is 
the Kings and Q—— ns of England have claimed and 
exerciſed over their Subjects, as that in all times Lex 
concurrit, the Laws have generally had their courſe for 
Preſervation of all the Rights and Liberties of che 
People, as well as thoſe of the Crown. | 
Now you ſee the Fox uncaſed. The Words Divine 
Right of Monarchy aro no ſuch Bug- Bears as we have
